The drawings objections in the previous office action is withdrawn in view of 
applicant's amendment to the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The 35 USC §112, second paragraph rejection is withdrawn in view of 
applicants amendment to the claims. 

Claim Objections 

The claim objections in the previous office action are withdrawn in view of 
applicants amendment to the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regards to independent claim 1 an electrical generator having a heat 
conductive plate having the same planar dimensions as the stacked plates and the heat 
conductive plates formed of a material having a higher heat conductivity that that of the 
stacked plates. The heat conductive plate abutting against on the stacked plates and 
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that a stator bracket is formed of a material having high heat conductivity. The bracket 
directly attached to the engine block and the conductive plate integral with the stator 
armature so that the resistance heating within the stator armature is transferred through 
the conductive plate and the stator bracket to the engine block. 

In regards to independent claim 2 prior art does not disclose a generator having 
a stator armature in which a heat conductive plate having substantially the same planar 
dimensions ad the stacked plates and that the heat conductive plate are formed of a 
material having a higher heat conductivity that the stacked plates and the heat 
conductive plate abutting against on of the stacked plates having a high magnetic 
permeability. 

In regards to independent claim 3 prior art does not disclose a generator having 
a stator armature arrangement in which a heat conductive plate having substantially the 
same planar dimensions as the stacked plates and the heat conductive plate formed of 
a material having a higher heat conductivity than the stacked plates. The heat 
conductive plate abutting against on of the stacked plates having magnetic permeability. 

In regards to claim 9 prior art does not discloses a generator having an armature 
structure in which a series of uniformly spaced radilly extended armature legs made of 
metal having magnetic permeability attached to a similar shaped aluminum plate.
